CONGO AFFAIBS. 


In response to the house resolution 


calling for information respecting the 
United States in the Congo conference, 
the president to-day sent the house a 
report submitted by the secretary of 
stale to the president. 


The secretary says some time must 


elapse before the full accumnlatory 
history of the transaction can be laid 
before congress, bnt in view of the 
general interest taken in the subject, 
he submits a preliminary report, leav- 
ing the transmission of papers to fol- 
low* Ho then gives in detail the causes 
and motives of the participation of this 
government in the Berlin conference, 
all of which is well known to the pub- 
lic. "It being established," the report 
proceeds, "that the conference was 
not to 
have plenipotentiary func- 


tions; no special credentials were 
needed to enable Kaaeon to attend us 
a delegate of this government, ho be- 
ing already accredited as a minister to 
the imperial court. 
The instruction 


sent Mr. Kassou was brief, but precise 
as to exclusive questions of territorial 
jurisdiction. By direction of the pres- 
ident Mr. Henry Sanford, whose rela- 
tions to the international congress, 
representing tho free states of Congo 
seemed to fit him for the work; was 
appointed associate delegate on behalf 
of the United States. The course to be 
governed by the instructions was sent 
to Kasson. Sanford not being an ofli- 
cer of this government, was accredited 
by a letter addressed by the under- 
signed to tho minister of foreign affairs 
of Germany, as associate delegate.

Long before the hour appointed for 


the service the great cathedral of the 
[mmaoulate Conception was crowded to 
its utmost capacity. Chairs were placed 


all the aisles and standing room could 


not be had. Fully 3,000 people were 
in the sacred edifice when the clergy at 
9 o'clock began to chant the solemn 
office of the dead. Candles burned 
amid the drapery of the' altar aud the 
dead Monsignor lay in the center of the 
church. For an hour the office of the 
dead was chanted. This service was in 
Latin, the language of the church, and 
consists of prayers for the repose of the 
soul of the sainted priest. 


At 10 o'clock began requiem high 


mass. 
The assembled clergy formed a 


semi-circle in front of the main altar. 
The celebrant of mass, Bt. Bev. Bishop 
Bademacher, of the see of Nashville, en- 
tered the church from the- sanctuary to 
the right, regaled in the robes of his 
iigh and sacred office. 
The assistant 


priest, Bev. A. B. Oechtering, of Mish- 
awaka, the deacon, Bev. J. Bleckman, 
of Delphi, the sub deacon, Bev. H. A. 
Boeckelman, and masters of ceremonies, 
Revs. J. H. Brammer and John F. Lang 
assumed their positions before the altar, 
and the grand solemnities began accord- 
dag to the impressive methods of the 
church of Borne. 


In the midst of the mass Bt. Bev. 


Bishop Dwenger ascended the pulpit. It 
was to prononce the eulogy on the be- 
oved Monsignor Benoit, and eyes were 
moistened with taars in anticipation of 
the last sad words. The bishop took his 
iext from the ninth chapter of the first 
iwok of .the Maccabees, relating to sor- 
row for the dead. 
He said a great sor- 


row and grief was upon the people to- 
day, because they assembled to pay their 
ast respects to the grand, noble priest, 
apostolic man, who for for forty-five 
years had walked in the way of the 
righteous and zealously did holy work 
;hat his fellow men might grow in grace 
and favor in the sight of almighty God. 


His missionary life was a beautiful 


example, for one could recall every 
year, every day, every hour aud scrn- 
;iny would but make it resplendent, 
rreat, good and true. 
"Bidding fare- 


well," said the bishop, "to panuts, 
home and country to serve God in a 
strange land, how cheerful did he en- 
dure the hardships of pioneer life, how 
calmly did (lie bear its privations, and 
yet how willing ho was to attend tho 
siek, to soothe their ailments and guide 
:hem to that bourne beyond this life." 
"We have reason to mourn," said he, 
"the loss of a dear old pastor—a father 
o all, and a man must be a stranger 
who does not know our sorrow and 
grieve with us." 


The 
bishop 
then 
related 
the 


story of 
Father 
Benoit's life; told 


of 
his 
saintly 
mother 
whom 


;he venerable prelate used to say he 
never disobeyed; whose prayers and holy 
example led him into the priesthood. 
Many nice incidents of the dead prelate's 
ife'were pictured iu words aud the 
speaker said the growth of the Catholic 
church in the northwest was due to the 
efforts of Father Benoit more than any 
other man. "But the lips that have so 
often spoken kindly the truth, are now 
colul in death; the hands that so gener- 
ously gave to the poor, are now cold in 
death, and tho saintly face we all loved 
so dear, is pale in death." Charity was 
lis predominant virtue, and Almighty 
God had called his servant home to 
wear the crown of glory he so richly 
merits.* 


The bishop's reference to the last 


lours of the dead monsignor were very 
affecting, and the speaker, with his 
learers, was moved to tears. 
"On 


;he death of Bt. Bev. Bishop Lours," 
said the speaker, "Father Benoit's name 
was proposed for the holy office but he 
wrote thepope declining tho sacred trust. 
God ordained me in his place, and a 
vow I made was to moke the last years of 
my fatherly friend peaceful, happy and 
comfortable. I have strived to keep my 
word and beneath the marble slab will 
we lay tho remains of the holypriest we 
love so well. He will be a father to the 
people of Fort Wayne in heaven, where 
liis prayers to God for charity for us 
will be offered with the fervor that char- 
acterized them here below." 


At the conclusion of mass Mousiguor 


Benoit's body was lowered into tho vault 
aud^sacred is the earth that surrounds it: 
A marble slab in the fioor of tho church 
marks the holy spot beneath.

Bishop Dwenger, 
orntor of tho day; Kt. Bev, Bishop 
Eiclitcr, of Grand Bapids; Monsignor 
Bcssonics, V, G., of Indianapolis; Very 
Bev.
